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GRUB Police Report 
Receives Full Airing

The city’s Community Relations Advisory Board (CRAB) 
report on police department complaints was given a full airing 
at city council’s meeting of Monday, April 5. In fact, so complete 
was the absorption of council and audience with the topic that 
council could attend to little other business. A continuation 
meeting was thus scheduled for tonight (April 8), at 8 p.m. 

ed findings were listed in the News 
Review issue of March 25.) Mayor 
,Gil Weidenfeld explained that the 
GRAB report published was a sum¬ 
mary of the findings and that the 
council will be receiving a full re¬ 
port from the city manager of the 
investigations of all citizen allega¬ 
tions against the police. 

Council to Act Later 
The agreement on CRAB’s rec¬ 
ommendations was somewhat less 
universal, though again there ap¬ 
peared to be a good consensus as to 
the direction city council should 
take. The Mayor said that council 
will consider the input received 
from all sources — the police de¬ 
partment, the city manager, the 
complainants, and the audience re¬ 
action that night — in framing its 
proposals at a later date for im¬ 
proving citizen-police department 
relations. 

The specific proposals put forth 
by CRAB did not generate as much 
controversy as the philosphy at¬ 
tributed to their origin. For ex¬ 
ample, a proposal that the police 
chief increase his “visibility” in 
the city and improve public rela¬ 
tions was opposed on the grounds 
that what Greenbelt needs is a, po¬ 
lice department- that will concent 
trate on policing, enforce law and 
order, and use the detention room 
in the jail. “That is how the police 
will be visible — by being visible 
in action, not by making speeches 
to civie groups and by strolling 
through the Center Mall/ said one 
resident. 

Defend Police 

Other persons thought that the 
recommendations of CRAB were 
aimed at hamstringing the police. 
This was directed at the proposal 
to expand the role of CRAB to in¬ 
clude responsibility for liaison be¬ 
tween the citizens and the police 
department. There was fear that 
CRAB would become a sort of cit¬ 
izen review board where the words 
of persons of dubious character in¬ 
itiating complaints would be given 
the same weight as those of police 
officers. 

Again, Weidenfeld said that 
council’s whole purpose in this 
matter is to provide a vehicle for 
relieving smoldering situations and 
thus improving the community 
climate. Councilman Dick Pilski 
reminded the audience that many 
of the complainants wer e parents 
and respected citizens of the com¬ 
munity who were upset by some 
police procedures. A member of 
the audience warned that the au¬ 
dience should not say anything that 
would encourage the police to take 
the law in its own hands. 

Agreement on More Space 
There was, however, unanimity 
on two major measures. These were 
CRAB’S recommendations that the 
council put the highest priority on 
acquisition of adequate space for 
the police department and on the 
expansion of the police force. 
Councilmen warned that both 
measures would hike the tax rate, 
but no one from the audience 
objected. 

Another proposal that was ac¬ 
cepted by all was the city’s prep¬ 
aration of a brochure that would 
explain to the public the proced¬ 
ures of the police department in 
apprehending individuals. Also ap¬ 
proved was the establishment of a 
juvenile officer in the department. 

One CRAB proposal was shot 
down p retty thoroughly. This 
was a proposal for a three year 
probationary period for new po¬ 
lice officers. It was pointed out that 
no other jurisdiction has such a 
strict requirement and that it 
would be unfair, as well as unrealis¬ 
tic, to expect underpaid officers to 
give up job protection for such a 
long period. CRAB had felt that 
because of the difficulties of remov¬ 
ing an officer after he has acquir¬ 
ed tenure a longer probationary 
period than the current 1-year 
would be desirable.

No Tax Hike In 
County Budget 

Prince Georges county council 
begins its review of the executive’s 
$417.5 million fiscal 1977 budget 
with a Monday, April 12 public 
hearing, 7:30 p.m., at Parkdale Sen¬ 
ior High School in Riverdale. 

The proposed budget is just 6.6 
percent higher than last year's 
submission and contains no proper¬ 
ty tax increase for the eighth con¬ 
secutive year. The current tax rate 
is $3.37 per $100 assessed value. At 
the same time, the spending pack¬ 
age is heavily dependent on a pro¬ 
posed four percent tenants’ tax, 
still to be enacted by the Maryland 
General Assembly and the county 
council. Also, the assessable tax 
base is expected to rise by about 
10 percent. 

With emphasis again on educa¬ 
tion and public safety, the execu¬ 
tive’s budget allots the lion's share 
of county revenues — 52.3 percent 
— to the school system. The coun¬ 
ty’s educational system has been 
allotted approximately $225 million, 
an increase of 7.5 percent over last 
year’s spending. Nearly 85 percent 
of all new county revenue is ear¬ 
marked for schools and public 
safety. 

Although the executive proposed 
no hike in the authorized police 
strength, county officials pledged 
that all 945 policemen funded in 
the fiscal 1976 package will be hir¬ 
ed this year. The police depart¬ 
ment must recruit 100 men to com¬ 
plete the force. 

Dedicated to his “New Quality” 
campaign to lure profitable indus¬ 
try into Prince George’s, the exec¬ 
utive has earmarked $370,000 to two 
committees devoted to the task — 
the Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee and Citizens Working for a 
New Quality. If approved by coun¬ 
cil, the money will be allotted to 
the Department of Program Plan¬ 
ning and Economic Development 
to fashion a comprehensive pro¬ 
gram of economic incentives to pri¬ 
vate industry. 

Along with an increase in the 
tenants’ tax from two to four per¬ 
cent, the fiscal 1977 budget relies 
on an increase in the motel and 
hotel tax to five percent, and a 
doubling of the recordation tax 
paid by home buyers.

City To Have Trail 
But Not By Lake

City council went on record at Monday‘s meeting to have a 
Greenbelt Bicentennial Trail, but one that would not encompass 
the path past Maplewood Court to Greenbelt Lake. After much 
debate, it was apparent that the proponents — councilmen Charles 
Schwan and Thomas White—of a complete trail as recommended 
by the Greenbelt Bicentennial Committee could not muster a 
majority. A compromise proposal put forward by Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld was then accepted which calls for a shorter route 
that would be limited to the original inner core of the city. 
Council will hold a workshop suggestion was not a satisfactory 


soon to decide the actual path and 
the type of markers to identify it. 

The main argument against a 
scenic nature trail encompassing 
the lake was that it would attract 
and bring to the attention of out¬ 
siders the beauty of the lake which 
is now being utilized to overcapa¬ 
city. Maplewood residents also felt 
that this overcrowding would pro¬ 
duce litter, vandalism, and dangers 
to their homes which would be 
adjacent to the rights-of-way of 
the trail. 

Already, it was noted, many peo¬ 
ple are using the south side of the 
lake to launch their boats and gain 
access to the lake, instead of using 
the regular entrance and parking 
lot on the north side. The trail, 
the residents complained, would 
make more people aware of the 
south side of the lake, and create 
traffic and parking problems along 
Lakeside Dr. and Maplewood Court. 

Pro Arguments 

Schwan and White who argued 
for the full trail were not convinced 
that the existence of the trail 
would have an adverse effect on 
the Maplewood Court area. They 
visualized the path as being used 
primarily by new Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents and guests of Greenbelters, 
rather than by hordes of Bicenten¬ 
nial visitors to the U.S. Capital. 
They asked for the trail on a 
trial basis. 

Weidenfeld felt that the latter 


answer because it would be diffi¬ 
cult to determine whether any ad¬ 
ditional traffic seeking access to 
the southern part of the lake was 
due to the trail or whether it was 
due to the growing reputation of 
the lake in the county as an at¬ 
tractive place to attend. 

He argued for a shorter trail ar¬ 
ound the inner core because he felt 
that the original planned communi¬ 
ty had more historical significance 
and interest than the nature trail 
and the lake, especially for plan¬ 
ners. The Bicentennial Committee 
had felt that the lake was an in¬ 
tegral part of the Greenbelt plan¬ 
ned community. 

Councilman Dick Pilski opposed 
the idea of any marked trail on 
the grounds that the signs would 
not hold up and their cost could 
not be justified. He also said he 
saw little public support for the 
project though he admitted that 
opposition was more or less con¬ 
centrated among the Maplewood 
court residents.

Tax Differential Bills 
Gain Consideration 

The Prince Georges county coun¬ 
cil has before it two bills providing 
for tax differentials to municipali¬ 
ties designed to overcome the 
m equity of city residents paying 
taxes for certain county services 
that are rendered only in unincor¬ 
porated areas. 

The municipal tax differential 
concept was fashioned in 1972 by 
county councilman Francis White 
in an attempt to reimburse citizens 
for county property taxes paid for 
services actually performed by 
their town or city. In the ensuing 
years, county government found 
the mandated process of evaluat¬ 
ing a city’s services versus the lev¬ 
el of service county government 
would provide as both cumber¬ 
some and overly subjective. The 
two proposals attempt to end the 
subjectivity and time county gov¬ 
ernment spends in weighing ser¬ 
vice levels. 

First Proposal 

The first bill is CB-13-76 reported 
favorably by the Fiscal and Plan¬ 
ning committee of the council. It 
provides for appropriating a sum 
each year equal to 9c per $100 of 
municipal assessed valuation but 
also provides that the amount shall 
not be less than the amount yielded 
by a 2e tax rate on all county pro¬ 
perty and not more than 2.2c tax 
rate on all county property. The 
money is to be allocated to munici¬ 
palities on the basis of a resolution. 
If the resolution is not adopted by 
April 6, the allocation will be made 
on the basis of the ratio of the as¬ 
sessed valuations to the total com¬ 
bined assessed valuation for all 
municipalities. If distributed on the 
basis cf assessed valuations, the a- 
mount paid to Greenbelt would be 
more than double the $32,000 it re¬ 
ceived this year. The Prince Geor¬ 
ges Municipal Association has ex¬ 
pressed its support of this bill. 

Second Proposal 

The second bill CB-38-76 was 
reported out of committee without 
recommendation. It was presented 
by councilman Francis White and 
re-enacts the old tax differential 
legislation. It provides, however, 
for the distribution of an amount 
not less than the yield of a tax 
rate on all municipal property of 
8c as recognition of the taxes paid 
to the county for public services 
rendered only in unincorporated ar¬ 
eas. Each year the county executive 
is to compute the amount of the tax¬ 
es paid by municipal residents for 
public works services not received 
and shall recommend a rebate based 
upon these computations. Addi¬ 
tional tax differentials could be pro¬ 
vided for other services such as 
police if the municipal service meets 
standards established by the county. 
The bill provides for the tax differ¬ 
ential to be in the form of a re¬ 
duction of the county tax rate in the 
municipalities but also provides that 
for the next fiscal year the payment 
would be in the form of a direct 
payment to the municipality.

GHI Mortgage Situation 

To the Editor: 

In light of Mrs. Hutzler’s letter 
of last week ,it seems best to set 
forth as clearly and completely as 
possible the effects on the GHI 
mortgage situation. 

The amount of the original mort¬ 
gage was $5,655,305. It was to 
have run for 25 years to maturity 
in December 1977. However, prin¬ 
cipal payments were waived in 1953 
and only interest payments made. 
This compressed the payoff period 
to 24 years, or 288 months. Begin¬ 
ning in January 1954. GHI has 
made combined principal and inter¬ 
est payments of $30,600 monthly, 
or $367,200 annually. In addition, 
in 1953. a chattel mortgage on stov¬ 
es and refrigerators of $44,357 was 
paid off. The chattel mortgage prin¬ 
cipal payment was credited to the 
mortgage payments aue from those 
who had purchased their homes in 
1953. The credit was calculated on 
the basis of the number of months 
of ownership in 1953. 

Jlie interest saved over the 24- 
year period by the retirement of the 
chattel mortgage meant that GHI 
would have made its final mortgage 
payment in August 1977, although 
the December 1977 final maturity 
date was never changed formally. 
However, because GHI requested 
and GNMA approved deferral of 
1974 mortgage principal payments, 
there will be GHI monthly mort¬ 
gage payments, including the bal¬ 
loon payment to cover the 1974 de¬ 
ferral, through the entire year 1977. 

Not all homes wore sold in 1953. 
Obviously there were no mortgage 
payments made by members on 
hemes before they bought such 
homes. However, GHI as a corpor¬ 
ation did make mortgage payments 
on these homes before they were 
sold. Therefore, members who 
bought their homes (or their suc¬ 
cessor owners) after January 1, 
1954 ow^to GHI as a corporate en¬ 
tity the sums paid by GHI as mort¬ 
gage payments on their homes pri¬ 
or to their purchasing. About 125 
brick and masonry and 150 frame 
homeowners will be making such 
payments to GHI after December 
1977. The total sum to be paid is 
about $176,000. Incidentally, para¬ 
graph 2 of the mutual ownership 
contract of every member shows 
the number of months from the 
date of the contract that the mem¬ 
ber agrees to make mortgage pay¬ 
ments. 

It is hoped that this information 
wilT answer most questions. Should 
any member have othe~ Questions, 
however, he should get in touch 
with the GHI office.

Rebuttal on Elderly Housing 

I have refrained until now from 
commenting in the News Review 
on any of the statements made for 
or against the city’s providing 
housing for senior citizens. How¬ 
ever, four statements in the adver¬ 
tisement of the “Concerned Citi¬ 
zens Group” (CCG) persuade me to 
break my silence. 

1. CCG Statement “If the con¬ 
struction is funded by a State loan 
(over 7%), housing assistance pay¬ 
ments WOULD NOT be guaranteed 
by a 40 year contract. Section 8 
provides for an original contract 
of 5 years which could be renewed 
for 3 year periods for a total of 
40 years. Funds for this assistance 
are provided by the Revenue Shar¬ 
ing program ... V 

Rebuttal This is wrong on vir¬ 
tually all counts. Sec. 883.206(a) of 
the Code of Federal Regulations 
(CFR) reads: 

“The Contract may be for an ini¬ 
tial term of not more than five 
years for any dwelling unit, with 
provision for automatic renewal 
(unless agreed otherwise) for ad¬ 
ditional terms of not mor e than 
five years each. Since the Con¬ 
tract under which housing assis¬ 
tance payments are made concerns 
a project financed by a loan or 
loan guarantee from a State agen¬ 
cy, the total Contract term may be 
equal to the term of HFA (State 
Housing Finance Agency) financ¬ 
ing, not to e xceed 40 years for 
any dwelling unit.” 

Please note that funds are paid 
pursuant to contract “with provi¬ 
sion for automatic renewal” and 
that the total term of the contract 
not to exceed 40 years “concerns a 
project financed by ... a State 
agency ...” Moreover, this pro¬ 
gram is completely unrelated to 
Revenue Sharing. By contract, the 
Federal Government, through the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, would agree to make 
housing assistance payments. Con¬ 
tract obligations must be met by 
contracting parties be they private 
individuals, cities, States or the 
Federal Government. 

2. CJCG Statement “Additionally 
HUD recommends that no more 
than 30% of the occupants be eli¬ 
gible for financial aid.” 

Rebuttal Sec. 883.213(b) CFR 
reads: 

“At least 30 percent of all Con¬ 
tract units developed under each 
annual set-aside of an HFA shall, 
in the initial rent-up. be leased 
to Very Low-Income Families, and 
thereafter best efforts shall be ex¬ 
ercised to maintain at least 30 
percent occupancy of Contract 
units by Very Low Income Famil¬ 
ies ...” 

3. CCG Statement “Individuals 
receiving rent credits from County 
and City are not paying 25% of 
their income for housing, and would 
lose this if they moved into an in¬ 
stitution such as this, where they 
would have to pay 25%.” 

Rebuttal Sec. 883.214 CFR reads: 

. “The amount of Housing Assis¬ 
tance Payment . . . will equal the 
difference between (a) no less than 
15 percent nor more than 25 per¬ 
cent of the Family’s Income and 
(b) the Gross Rent . . . ” 

The current countv grant to those 
eligible is 15 percent of rent, the 
city's grant is 3 percent. 

4. CCG Statement “It would be 
more in keeping with the character 
of the community to request Sec¬ 
tion 8 funds for rehabilitation and 
maintenance of th Q GHI homes, 
which are sorely neglected due to 
lar T ' of funds.” 

Rebuttal The GHI board of di¬ 
rectors has already informed the 
city that this would not be feasi¬ 
ble. Because GH T mfunh^rs have 
contracts entitVn*"* M, »vn to 
ual use of their homes, they can- 
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not be made to vacate to permit 
the corporation to undertake re¬ 
habilitation to accommodate 100 
elderly and disabled families.

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Police Blotter 

For the second year in a row 
Greenbelt registered a decrease in 
total offenses based on seven major 
crime indexes, according to figures 
released by the FBI. The reporting 
period is calendar year 1975. 

Total offenses decreased 5.6% 
from 737 in 1974 to 696 in 1975. The 
seven categories comprising the in¬ 
dex are: murder, forcible rape, rob¬ 
bery, aggravated asault, burglary, 
larceny - theft and motor vehicle 
theft. Individual increases were 
registered in murder, robbery and 
burglary while the other categories 
showed decreases. 

For the entire metropolitan area 
an increase of 4.1% was recorded, 
while for suburban jurisdictions 
(excluding Washington, D.C.) the 
increase was 5.6%. Takoma Park 
and Falls Church were the only 
other metropolitan jurisdictions ^o 
register a decrease. 

* * * 

Investigating a citizen’s report 
of subjects unloading cases of li¬ 
quor and firearms on Parkway 
Road, investigating officers re¬ 
covered the property which had 
been stolen during the course cf 
a breaking and entering of an 
American Legion in Bowie. A 29 
year old resident of Laurel Hill 
Road, an 18 year old from Plateau 
Place, and a 17 year old juvenile 
were charged with receiving stolen 
property. 

A total of forty-nine complaints 
against juveniles were investigated 
during the week. One 16 year old 
resident of Westway was charged 
by officer Blake with shoplifting af-^ 
ter he attempted to flee a local 
market with concealed beer. 

A male resident of Springhill 
Lake was beaten and robbed while 
returning home late at night The 
culprits fled on foot after dropping 
a rifle at the scene: the victim re¬ 
quired 35 stitches to repair head 
injuries. A lookout has been issued. 

A small child was injured when 
struck by an aut in Springhill 
Lake while th e youth was running 
across the roadway. No charges 
v e placed. A total of four hit 
and run collisions were investiga-^ 
ted, one striking operator was sub¬ 
sequently identified 

An 18 year old resident of Hill¬ 
side Road was charged with five 
traffic offenses by Officer Duprat 
after the subject attempted to 
elude the officer in a chase. The 
defendant was incarcerated in lieu 
of $300 bond. 

Three breaking and enterings, 
one to a residence on Hillside 
Road, the others to local businesses, 
were reported during the week. The 
investigations are continuing. 

Officer Alan Bishop has resigned 
to accept a management position 
with a retail store chain. Tests 
and interviews have been adminis¬ 
tered to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation.

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Twin Pines Holds 
19th Annual Meeting 

Teamwork was th e keynote to a 
very good year, according to Twin 
Pines president John Webb, who 
reviewed the 1975 performance of 
Greenbelt’s Cooperative savings and 
loan association at its 19th annual 
membership meeting on Tuesday, 
March 23. Seated in the city 
council meeting room, 50 or more 
Twin Pines' members heard var¬ 
ious reports on the condition of 
the association, held annual elec¬ 
tions, slightly amended the by-laws, 
enjoyed refreshments of punch and 
cookies between items of business, 
and went home generally satisfied 
that their community-oriented, 
member-controlled, financial insti¬ 
tution was in excellent health. 

An indication of the positive tone 
of the meeting was contained in 
two of Webb’s specific announce¬ 
ments; namely, that year-end bo¬ 
nuses had been paid to manager 
Steve Frankenberg and all em¬ 
ployees in 1975, and that the divi¬ 
dend rate on regular, passbook 
savings was being raised from 
5 1/ 2% to 6% per annum effective 
April 1, 1976. 

Besides the attendees, more than 
100 members voted by proxy in the 
election, the results of which were 
announced by Leonie Penney, chair¬ 
person of the Nominations and Elec¬ 
tions Committee. Four persons 
were elected to the nine-member 
Board of Directors: William Fern, 
Harvey Geller, and Donna Hard¬ 
man for 3-year terms, and Peter 
Watters for a 1-year term. 

The three vacancies among the 
five positions on the Member-Rela¬ 
tions Committee were filled by Pa¬ 
tricia Savage and Joseph Timer (2- 
year terms), and Michael Jones 
(1-year term). Charles Tompkins 
and Robert McGee won 2-year 
terms on the Nominations and 
Elections Committee; Sonia Garin 
and Dowell Owens will serve as 
1-year alternates on this commit¬ 
tee which has a total of five regular 
and two alternate members. 

Treasurer John Unger then pre¬ 
sented a summary of Twin Pine's 
1975 financial operations, highlight¬ 
ed by the following figures: 

• Total assets increased nearly 
$1.5 million, from $4,824 000 on De¬ 
cember 31, 1874, to $6 319,000 on 
December 31 1975. This was a 
growth of 3*1% for the year, and 
placed the association among the 
top 19% of state-insured savings 
and loans in Maryland. 

• Dividends paid to members 
were $243,000 in 1974 and almost 
$321,000 in 1975, an increase of 
nearly $78,000. 

• Retained income, i.e, the net 
worth of the association, increased 
from $163 000 to $229,000 during the 
year, meaning that the total net 
earnings for the period were 
$64,000, after dividends and taxes. 

• A previous deficit of $18,000 
in the general reserves was com¬ 
pletely liquidated in less than 6 
months, after which the general 
reserve grew from $183,000 to 
$218,000.

Municipal Bills 
Move Forward 

As the 1976 session of the Mary¬ 
land General Assembly moved in¬ 
to its last week, two bills by Del. 
Gerald F. Devlin (D-PG) which 
would benefit taxpayers living in 
incorporated areas such as Green¬ 
belt made important strides 
through the legislative thicket. 

One bill would mandate the re¬ 
turn of sooalled piggy back taxes 
collected by the state government 
and shared with the 23 counties, 
Baltimore City and the state’s 151 
cities and towns on a monthly ba¬ 
sis. At present the comptroller dis¬ 
tributes such funds on a quarterly 
'basis. 

This bill has been strongly sup¬ 
ported by Greenbelt Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and Council. It would 
be of great help to cities such as 
Greenbelt in avoiding tax increas¬ 
es, Devlin pointed out. 

This bill passed third reader 
(final passage) in the House on 
Thursday and is awaiting action 
in the Senate. 

A second Devlin bill which has 
been reported favorably by the 
House Ways and Means Commit¬ 
tee and has won preliminary ap- 
■ proval by the House would increase 
the municipality’s share of high¬ 
way user funds for the first time 
since 1968 and would provide about 
$200,000 extra a year for the cities 
and towns.
